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GERMAN 
VIEWS ON 
INVASION 


DMIRAL SAALWAECHTER, 
Naval Correspondent of the 
German News Agency, wrote 

last night:— i 

“A tremendous air battle, the 
overture to the big Allied invasion, 
is now raging for the traffic lines of 
Germany and of the occupied 
countries. 

“ General Eisenhower has already 
appealed to the inhabitants of 
France, Belgium and Holland, ask- 
ing them for their active support 
and propagating sabotage. 

“This seems to indicate that the 
day is imminent. Well, we shall 
see. Germany can wait. The longer 
the Anglo-Americans hesitate the 
longer they show their intention of 
making the jump across the sea— 
their Air Force has been hammering 
the German positions for three 
weeks already as a prelude to the 
assault proper—the smaller their 
chances of taking the Germans b 
surprise. They will find us we 
prepared. : 

“ At sea, however, nothing points 
to the invasion being imminent. 
Nothing can as yet be discerned in 
the probable invasion waters, such 
as the Channel, the Bay of Biscay 
or the North Sea. I mention these 
areas deliberately, for I do not think 
that the Allies will confine their 
assault to Southern Italy and the 
region of South France.’ 


SOVIET COMMENT 


German officers are being with- 
drawn from Norway for service at 
the front, says the Norwegian Tele- 
graph Agency, and replaced by 
officers from the reserve and 
N.C.O.’s. 

The Soviet commentator, Major- 
General Galaktionov, writing yes- 
terday in Pravda, described the 
Italy offensive as “a fitting pro- 
logue for the joint Allied offensive 
from the East, West, and South.” 

A C.B.S. commentator, broadcast- 
ing last night from Moscow, de- 
clared that Russia is now certain 
that the second front is coming.— 
€Reuter ) 


Tragic Limerick 
Petrol Explosion 


The explosion of' a gallon of 
petrol brouget tragedy to a home 
in Murroe, Co, Limerick, on Mon- 
day, involving the death of an 
infant, serious injuries to the wife 
of the occupant and damage by 
fire to the house. 

It would appear that on Monday 
evening Mr. Tim Ryan, who is a 
hackney driver, brought a tin of 
oe» into his house. Apparently 
e had lighted a candle and was 
holding it close to the tin of petrol, 
the top of which was unscrewed, 
when there was an explosion and 
the contents of the tin went up in 
a blaze. Mrs. Ryan and her 15 
months’ old son received extensive 
burns, while her husband was dazed 
by the force of the explosion. The 
flames quickly spread and the house 
caught fire. 

Some young men, attracted by 
the explosion and screams, went to 
the house, and, finding the door 
closed, forced it in. They im- 
mediately brought the family to 
safety and extinguished the fire. 
Mrs. Ryan and the infant were 
removed to the County Infirmary, 
Limerick, where the baby died 
yesterday. Mrs, Ryan is suffering 
from extensive burns, and her 
condition is regarded as critical. 


Two Italian Admirals 
Shot 


The Italian Admiral Campioni, 
former Governor of the Dodecanese, 
and Admiral Mascherpa, former 
Governor of Leros, were shot at 
dawn yesterday, says the German 
News Agency. They were among a 
number of high Italian Army and 
Navv officers sentenced by a special 
tribunal on January 31st for laying 
down their arms. Admiral Caversi, 
Commander of Pantelleria, and 
Admiral Leonardi, Naval Com- 
mander of Augusta, were sentenced 
in their absence.—(Reuter.) ©

The two lines of advance—north- 
eastward from the beach-head and 
north-westward through the Liri 
valley—are driving squarely into 
the two German armies—the 10th, 
which holds the main front, and the 
14th, defending the beach-head. 

Under cover of a strong artillery 
barrage, and led by tanks, Canadian 
troops, on the main front, smashed 
north-west through the centre of the 
Liri Valley Hitler Line. In bitter

Allied warships off-shore shelled

To take Terracina, American 
troops broke through German 
defences on a hill-side cemetery 
before the port, and thus ended a 
t y drive on the town. The 
troops entered it 90 minutes after 
they launched a new assault yester- 
day morning, supported by tanks. 

At Terracina the Americans stand 
at the southern tip of the flooded 
Pontine Plane and on the Appian 
Way, little more than 20 miles from 
“the southern fringe of the beach- 
head perimeter.

There were other air battles 
over Westerfi Hungary and over 
Lake Neusoedl, where three four- 
engined bombers crashed into the 
water. " 

The German News Agency said 
last night that 102 American 
bombers and fighters were shot 
down over Germany and over the 
Alps. 


OVER AUSTRIA 


U.S. heavy bombers yesterday 
attacked an aircraft factory south- 
west of Vienna, and two aero- 
dromes in the Vienna and Wiener 
Neustadt areas, says Reuter’s 
Special Correspondent at Allied 
Headausiters, Mediterranean. The 
aerodromes were at Munchendorf, 
south of Vienna, and at Wolles- 


dorf. 

Swedish Radio reported last night 
that a Mosquito plane landed yes- 
terday in Southern Sweden. e 
crew of two Englishmen were un- 
injured. 


FRANCE AGAIN 

More than 350 Havocs and 
Marauders of the 9th Air Force 
again attacked military objectives 
and airfields in Northern France 
yesterday. Among the military 
objectives were Achilt, 80 miles 
north of Paris; Beauvais Gille, 35 
miles north of the capital, and 
Beaumont-le-Roger, 60 miles west 
of Puris. No aircraft is missing. 

According to the Press Associa- 
tion, between 7,000 and 8,000 
sorties were flown by British and 
American aircraft yesterday. - From 
the West, between 750 and 1,000 
bombers and an equal number of 
fighters bombed Berlin and German 
airfields in the Paris region. From 
the South, between 500 and 750 
bombers, with an equal number of

“There must be also a world 
assembly of powers, whose relations 
to the world executive or controlling 

ower for the purpose of maintaig- 
ing peace I am in ho position to 
define. The establishment of these 
bodies and their relations with each 
other can only be settled after our 
formidable foes have been reduced 
to complete submission. 

“It would be stepping out of our 
place in the forward march for us 
to go beyond the gradual formula- 
tion of opinion and ideas which are 
continuously going on inside the 
British Commonwealth and in con-, 
tact with our principal Allies. The 
new structure must regulate the 
forces of every people as far as 
they may clash with another people.

= gpm mane Dom Mr. de Valera’s 
hallenge he had issued 
on Monday night—to state whether, 
if the majority of the Irish people 
decided by their votes in favour o 
a National Government, he woul 
accept that decision and join in 
forming the Government—General 
Mulcahy. said: “ Much as I regret 
the nature of Mr. de Valera’s reply, 
I am glad that he has answered. 
His reply makes the issue clear. He 
says that, although he is going to 
the Irish people in this election to 
ask them, as the sovereign authority 
in the country, to say whether they 
want Party Government or National 
Government, he will not accept this 
decision unless it is-in his favour. 
I am satisfied—and no man whe 
travels this country can deny it— 
that the most earnest: desire of the 
Irish people at the moment is for 
unity. : 

“It would be an extraordinary 
commentary on Irish ‘politics if, in 
the midst of the present dangers, it 
should be only in the national Par- 
lament itself that we fail to get 
unity. Never have the people been 
so united as they have been for 
the last four years in their  deter- 
mination to keep this country out of 
the war and to defend it if attacked. 

“Mr. de Valera’s reply to my 
question creates a difficulty for the 
nation, but no Parliament can 
fail to react to the spirit that is 
moving in the people, and which 
must provide the national leader- 
ship which our people so earnestly 
desire, and to provide which is the 
primary responsibility. of Parlia- 
ment.”
